some kind of pow'cr. ll may be the 
puwcr of 
influence; 
it may

command, such as is hekl by sea 
captains and labor bo.sses and of 
fice m anagers. The reader is in­ 
vited to reflect on his own situa­ 
tion and concentrate his mind on 
whatever power,

or can exercise when he pleases.

build up m ore power We can see 
it in politicians who hold on to 
im portant 
positions even though 
they could be m ore useful in p ri­ 
vate life and though a dozen other 
men could do their job quite well 
as they can. We can see it even 
ID the church, w'here some m en 
like to get on and stay on im por­ 
tant com m ittees because then they 
can "crack the whip" over their 
brethren. Worst and m eanest of 
all mis-uses of power is using it 
to hurt and crush others. We can 
see exam ples of this on the n a ­ 
tional scale, all through history. It 
scales all the way down to the 
blackmailer, who uses some bit of 
scandal that he knows about to 
ruin the lives of pet haps m uch b et­ 
ter men.

Power IS given us, as all the gifts 
of life are, for use in Un* nam e of 
God and the help of man. What- 
aver power we have, we po.ssess 
as stewards, It makes no differ­ 
ence how obscure we m ay be, 
•very one of us has some degree of 
power, of some kind. It may be a 
mother with her children, a teach ­ 
er with his pupils, an older child 
with younger children, a business

with 
many 
employees, 
a 
judge on the bench or an officer in 
a 4-H club—lf our decisions affect 
the life of even one other person, 
then God will ask us; Did your 
power hurt others, or help?
